“Half-a-mile bLelow Loudon Bridge, on

shadow on Bhakespeare's page. Lookiag st
the Tower as either a prison, a paluce, or &
court, pletnre, postry and drama crowd upon
the mind; and if the fancy dwells most fre-
m‘l:mly ou the state prisop, this i becanse
gonl is more readily kindled by a human
Interest than fired by an archaio and offioial
fact. For one man whe would okre to gee the
room in which & vounoll met or a court was
. held, a bundred men wonid like to see the
chamber in which Lady Jane (irey was lodged,
the cell iu which Sir Walter Ruleigh wrote,
the tower from which Bir Johu Uldoastle
esoaped. Who would mot like to stand for a
moment by those steps on which Aun Bolsyn
knelt; pauge by that slit in the wall throngh
which Arthur de la I'ole gazed; and lnger, if
he could, in that room in which Cranmer,
Latimer, and Ridley searched the New Testa-
ment together "’

AGE OF THE TOWER.

“Even as to length of days, the Tower has

i 0o rival among Pllauea and prisons; its origin,
like that of the lliad, that o1 the Sphinx, that

of the Newtom Stone, being lost in the nebu-
lous ages, long before our definite history
took shape. Old writers date it from the days

of Cwsar; a legend taken np by Shakespeare
and the posts, in favor of which the name of
Cwear's tower remaing in popalar use to this
very day. A Roman wall can even yet be

. Llraced near soms parts of .the ditch. The
Tower is mentioned in the “Saxon Chronlols,"’
in & way not incompalible with the fact of a
Baxon stronmghold having stood upon this
spot. The bunildings as we bhave them now
In block and plan were commenoced by Wil-
liam the Conqueror; and the series of apart-
ments in Cwmsar's tower—hall, gallery,
conncil chamber, chapel—wers built in the
urg Norman reigns, snd used as a royal
residence by all onr Norman kings. What

" can Enrope show to compare against such a
. tale? Bet against the Tower of London—
with its eight hundred years of historic life,
its nineteen hundred years of traditioal fame
~all other palaces and prisons appear like
things of an bour. The oldest bit of palace
in Kurope, that of the west front of the Burg
in Vieopa, is of the time of Henry the

. Third. The Kremlin in Moscow, the Doge's
| Palazzo in Venice, are of the fourteenth
.~ century. The seraglio in Stamboul was
~ built by Mohammed the BSecond. The
E oldest part of the Vativan was commenced by
. Borgis, whose name it bears. The old Lonvre
was commenced in the reign of Henry the
Eighth; the Tuileries in that of Klizabeth. In
the time of our Civil War Versailles was yet
a swamp. BSana Sonci and the Il:ourial belong
to the sighteenth oentury. The Serail of
Jernealem ig n Tarkish edifice. The palaces
of Atheng, of Cairo, of Teleran, are all of
modern dawe. Neither can the prisons which
remain in fact as well as in history and
drama—witli the one excaption of 5t.

FIRET BBCAPE FROM THR TOWER.

“The first oflender ever lodged within its
walls contrived to escape from hig guards, to
let himself down from a window, and to sli
through the postern te his boat. This bol
oflender was Ralph of Durham, oalled the
Firebrand and the Lion, who for many years
bad been treasurer and{usticisr to the Nor-
man kings, On the death of Rufas he was
selzed by the Commons until the new king's

leasure should be known about him; and
enry the Scholar, who had good deeds rather
than good rights to befriend him in his con-
test with Robert for the crown, semt the un-

popular prelate to the Tower. Henry
was mo! finclined to harshness; and
Ralph, though lodged in the keep

which be had helped to build, was treated
like & guegt, e lived in the upper rooms,
on the tier now known as the banqueling-
floor; his rooms haviog plenty of space and
light, a good fire-place, a private closet, and
free access to St. John's chapel. William de
Mandeville, Constable of the Tower, was

| appointed his keeper, and two shillings a

day were paid from the King's exchequer for
his diet. He was suffered to have his own
servante and chaplains in his rooms, and
to eend out for such wineés and meats as
hie stomach craved and his purse conld
bay. OUne of the richest men in Hogland, he
could buy & good deal; one of the cleverest
men in Epgland, he could scheme a long way.
But before regorting to his money and Lis wits
in self-defense, Ralph tried how far he counld
reokon on the virtues of his pastoral staff. A
bishop wae not only & baron of the realm, but
a prince of the universal Church. No doubt
he had exercised lay fumctions, acting as a
financier, aitling as a judge; but still he was a
priest, on whom secular laws were held to have
no binding forve. On this gronnd he appealed
to Aunieli, then Lord Primate, as to his brother
and Lhis chief. Anselm, who had just come
back from that exile into which he had been
driven by Ralph and his master, was in no
gaintly homor. ‘Out on this caltill,” vried the
Lord Primate, ‘I know him not, neither as
brother nor as priest,” Anselm too’k the part of
Henry, whom his flock was begluning to call
Gafier Gopdrick, and to love with exceeding
warmth on account of Goody Mand, the young
Saxon princess whoia he had taken from a
convent to mske his wife. Failing in this
sppeal, Ralph took conngel with his wits. The
stout Norman knights who kept guard in his
chamber were jolly fellows, fond of good
cheer, and lusty at & song, On this weak-
pess he began to play. Sendiog for good
wine, and giving orders to his cook, he in-
vited to his table a belt of boisterous
kpights. When folke Jooked up at the keep,
in which their entmy Wa§ caged, they saw
lights in the windows rather Iate, auu

haply went to bed in the plous hope that |

their bad bishop was golng quickly to his
doom. Al length hie scheme was ripe. Ask-

ing the koights to suﬁper he gent out for |

jars of wine; a potent liquor which, in due
time, laid those warriors asleep on bench and
fioor. The time was winter (the date I'eb-
ruary, 1101), and night came dowm quick]
on the Tower. When the guards were all
dronk, the sober bishop arose from his table,
drew & long coil of rope from one of the jars,
passed into the south jroom, tied his cord to
the window ebaft, sand taking his erozier with
him, let himgelf down. Ie was a fat, heavy
man; the cord was rather ghort, and he fell
some feel to the ground. Buat trusty servants
who were in waiting picked him up, and hur-
ried him away into a boat, by which he
erosped, with his stalf and his money, to
Frauce. The window from which be escaped
is sixty-five feet from the gronnd.”
MAUD THE VAIR.

“In the reign of King John, the White
Tower received one of the first and fairest of &
long line of female viotims, in that Maud
Fitzwalter, who was known to the singers of
her time as Maud the Fair. The father of this
besutiful girl was Robert Lord Fitzwalter, of
Castle Haypard on the Thamee, oneof John's
greatest baroms; yet the Kiog during a fit of
violence with his (ueen, Isabella of Angou-
lime, fell madly into love with this yonng
girl, As peither the lady hersell nor her
powerful sire wounld listen to this disgracefnl
suit, the Kiog is said to have seized hLer at
lnnmow by foroe,
the Tower. FPitzawalter ralsed an out-
ery, on which the King sent troops into
Castle Baynard and hiz other bouses; and
when the baron protested against these wrongs
hig master banighed him from the realm, Fitz-
walter fled to France, with his wife and his
other children, leaviog his daughter Maud in
the Tower, where she suffered a daily insunlt
in the King’s nunlawful snit. On her proud and
peornful avswer to his passion being heard,
Johm carried her up to the roof and locked her
in the round turret, standing on the north-
east angle of the keep. Maund’s oage was the

Why was
suoch a name adopted for our great bnfoon ?
Why, after haviog bLeen adopted, was it
ohanged! Why, above all, ia Oldonstle first
presented by the post as a buffoon, and
alterwards proolalmed a martyr? These
questions hang on a story which uunfolds
iteell in the Beauchamp tower. Bir John
Oldoastie lived when his young friend, Harry
of Monmouth, was a roguish lad, at Goul-
ing Castle, close by Gad's Hill, on the
great Kent rond. Besides being a good soldier,
& gage counocillor, and a vonrteons gentleman,
Oldeastle was & pupil of Wyoliffa, a recsiver
of the now light, a protactor of poor Lollards,
# oontemuer of monks and friars, & man who
read the Bible on his kuoees, and took the
word which he found thera to be good for his
goul. He was not only a frisnd of the rsign-
ing King, but of the gracsless prinoce. 1ls had
fought with squal oredit in the Frenoch wars
and in the Welsh wars; but Lis fame waa not
confioed to the ocourt and camp. Ramor
linked Lis name with some of the pranks of
madoap Hal. We know that he lived near
Gad’s Hill, that he built a mew PPidge at
Kochester, and founded in that city a honse
for the maintenance of thres poor olerks, We
know nothing about him that suggests the

cheap. A high, awift gort of man; full of
fight, keen of tongue, kind to the poor, im-
patient with the proud; such was the brave
young knight who wedded Joan, last heireas
of the grand old line of Cobham, in
whose right he held Conling Castle; sitting in

by which he was not less widely known and
dearly loved than by his own. Poor and
pious people everywhere oalled him the *Good
Lord Cobham.’"

BHAKESPEARR'S CONVESEION,

““What is there in such a man to suggest
the idea of Falstaff—a braggart, a coward, a
lecher, a thief! Shakespeare was not the firat
to put this insnlt on Sir John. When the
young poet came to London, he fonud the
play-writers nsing the uame of Oldoastle as
synonymous with Dbraggart, buffoon, and
clown. Ag Fuller gays, Sir John Oidoastle
was the make-sport in old plays for a coward.
Iinding the name current (just as a comic
writer finds Pantaloon—a degradation of one
of the noblest Italian names—on our modern
stage), Shakespeare adopted it in his play.
Thig false Sir John was the ereation of those
monks and friars against whom the troe Sir
Jobn had fought his manly fight. Those
friare composed our early plays; those
friars conducted our early d‘:nn'b showa;
in many of which the firat great herstic
ever burned in Fogland was a figure,  Those
friargs would naturally gift their assailants
with the ugliest vices; for how could an
enemy of friars be gallant, young, and pions !
In this degradedjform the nams of Oldoastle
was banded down frem fair to fair, from inn-
vard to inn-yard, until it took immortal shape
on Shakespeare's stage. Now comes a personal
query, the sigoniicance of. which will not be
overlooked by men who wish to learn what
they canjof Bhakespeare’s life. Why, after
giving te the Oldoastle tradition that immor-
tal shape, did Shakspeare change the
pame of his bufloon to TFalstall, and
gpeparate himegelf for ever from the
party of abuse?! The point is very curious.
Some motive of nnusual strength must have
cowe into play before such & course could
have Dbeen taken by the poet. It is not the
change of a name, but of a state of mind.
For Shakespeare is not content with striking
out the name of Oldcastle and writing down
that of Falstaff. lle does more—much more
—something beyond example in his works—
He males a confoesion of his faith. In his own
persen, as poet and a8 man, he proclaims from
the stage—'Oldcastle died & martyr!' That
was a sentiment which Raleigh might have
held, which Cartwright would have expressed.
It was the thought for which Weever was then
struggling in his ‘Poetical Life of Bir John
Oldoastle;’ for which James, the friend of
Jongon, if not of Shakegpeare, was compiling
his ‘Defence of the Noble Knight and Martyr,
Sir John Oldcastle.” The occurrence of such |
a proclamation suggests that, betwaeen the first
produaction of Henry the Fourth and the date |
of his printed quarto, Shakespeare changed |
Lis way of looking at the old heroes of English
thought. In the year 1600 a play was printed |
in London with the title, The First Part
of the True and Honorable Hsitory of the
Life of Sir Jokn Oldcastle, the Good
Lord Colbham, The t!tle-al‘fe ﬁgom Shake-
speare’s name, Sir Juii (ldcastie is now re-
garded by every one as & play from other
pens; in fact, itis known to have been written
vy $aree of Shakespeare's (ellow-playwrights;
but many good critios think the poet
may haveg written some of the lines and edited
the work, .. ® AremBa was a protes, against
the wrong which had beent dome to Oldoastie

sald; —

‘It is no pampered glutton we présent,
Nor aged counclllor to youthful sin;

But one whose virtue shone above tne rest,
A vallant martyr and a virtuous poet.’

Thesge lines are thought to be Bhakespeare's
own. They are in his vein, and they repesat
the declaration which he had already made: —
‘Oldcastle died a Martyr!" The man who
wrote that confession in the days of Arch-
bishop Whitgiit was a Puritan in faith.”
